Village Cricket. 


While I was watching a match on the 
Rathmines ground last week some good 
stories were told about the fun of village 
cricket as plaved. about the year 1890. 
Spirits from “ Dingley Dell’’ must have 
' been hovering over the fertile plain of 
York on the day when a famous cavalry 
yepiment plaved a very friendly game 
against a scratch team in the village of 
Strensall, and the home umpire refused to 
allow play to be resumed unless he was 
provided with a chair. The only objec- 
tions came from members of the local 
side, who were amazed by the very un- 
usual demand.

King's Ale. 


With the emotions of one who gazes 
upon the ghost of an ancestor, I beheld 
my first bottle of King’s Ale, which has 
reached me through the courtesy of Mr. 
Dermot Findlater. Its appearance alone 
justifies the publicity it has received. It 
is a tall, rather corpulent bottle, very 
dusty, and with « metal seal over the cork. 
The label is worn around its outer edges. 
and has assumed a mellow, buff colour 
wit the passage of time. On it is written, 
in Jarge print, King’s Ale. Below this 
comes an elaborate blend of a Union Jack, 
a Red Ensign, a crown, and Bass and 
Co.’s familiar red diamond. The date 
comes next, February 22nd,.1902. A note 
received at the same time as the bottle 
says that five hundred barrels of this ale 
were brewed, bottled at the brewery, and 
then distributed to a number of favoured 
customers. None of this ale, which was 
of a special gravity, was sold, and there is 
very little of it left. The second exhibit 
is a bottle of ‘‘ Royal Ale,' also brewed 
by Bass and Co. This has not the vener- 
able appearance of King’s Ale. The !abel 
is similar to the usual Bass one, except 
that the contents are called ‘‘ Royal Ale.”’ 
Unlike King’s Ale, this was not present... 
but was distributed by the vulgar 
processes of trade. The antecedents of the 
bottles have been established, their 
appearance has been commented upon. 
but the quality of their contents. still 
remains a mystery. I have received 
specific instructions that the bottles by 
me are not for consumption, but simply 
for inspection. I wonder has any reader 
so far forgotter, himself as to open a bottle 
of King’s Ale and drink it? The know- 
ledge that it was poisonous would be balm 
to at least one parched palate.

&& ENTS in the tenement guarters must 
R come down,” the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin (Alderman A. Byrne, T.D.) 

told an Jrish’ Times reporter yesterday. 

The Lord: Mayor had been dealing with a 
pile of “letters containing complaints of 
exorbitant rents charged to very poor people 
and to others whose position was very little 
above the poverty line. 

“Do you know,” he said, “there is as 
much as 15s. a week now being charged for 
tenement rooms? The average is about 10s. 
a week. 1 hold that these 10s. and 12s. rents 
should not be more than 4s. or 5s. a week. 
Of course, there are rooms for which less is 
being paid. 1 had a case presented to me 
to-day. The man was under a rent of ós. a 
week. He had no work and was drawing 9s. 
a week relief money. He was going to be 
evicted and came to me to save him from 
being thrown out. 1 effected a settlement ; 
but what was it? He has to undertake to 
pay 5s. a week arrears and rent out of his 
weekly relief money of 9s. That is, he will 
have to exist on 4s. a week until he can get 
work, and there is very little hope of that at 
present. What would a man with £400 a 
year say if he had to pay £220 a year for 
rent’? He could live, in a way, on the balance, 
but this poor man now has not enough left 
to buy sufficient. food. 


HOPELESS. CASES. 


*‘Some.of the cases that come to me are 
so hopeless that I become despondent. I have 
fifty, sixtv, and sometimes as many as seventy 
callers a day, and it is all housing, unemploy- 
ment and evictions. 

“There must be a Court set up in the 
future to deal: with the question of reasonable 
rents for unfurnished rooms. I raised the 
question in the Dail two weeks ago, and was 
informed that the matter. was receiving ‘the 
attention of the Government.”  . 

Continuing, the Lord Mayor said that he 
expected that at a very early date legislation 
would be introduced to solve the problem of 
exorbitant rents. The matter been dis- 
cussed among representatives of all political 
parties. Representations would be made usk- 
ing the Government for immediate action. 

““I had nine cases brought before me to- 
day,” said Alderman Byrne, ‘‘ of people who 
were threatened with eviction. must say 
that I find that there is a disposition on the 
part of a large number of house-owners to 
consider the possibility of reducing rents to a 
reasonable level. and in cases where evictions 
are pending for non-payment of rent: the 
solicitors for the owners have very kindly 
undertaken to vere action where orders 
for possessio. have been obtained. . ‘They 
have undertaken to stay proceedings where 
reasonable offers have been made.

COPYRIGHT LAW. 


DATES BACK TO THE DAYS 
OF TARA. 


Sir Edward German, the composer, opening 
the new offices of the Performing Right Society’ 
in Margaret street, London, yesterday, said 
that, according to his information the law 
of copyright dated back to a period rven 
much earlier thaff the reign of Queen Anne. 

In the ancient kingdom of Tara in J :land 
there were two monasteries, he said, and, as 
an American publication gs it, thc, competed 
for the tourist trade of the day. In one 
monastery lived an artistic monk who de- 
signed a very beautiful psalter, which so 
pleased the. Abbot that he had it hung over 
the altar. People went in very large numbers 
to see it. | 
. The monks in the other monastery won 
dered at the decline in the number of gk 
visitors, and sent to find out the reason for 
the popularity of their rivals: When the 
Abbot of this second monaste-y was told of 
the psalter, he ordered an exact copy. 

The Abbot of the first monastery then 
appealed to the King, whose judgment was 
‘‘to every cow her calf,” and ordered that 
this infringing copy should be destroyed. 
Thns was first established the principle of 
copyright, which is now recognised through- 
out the world. 3

OBITUARY. 
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MAJOR SIR JOHN CHARLES 
HARFORD, BART. 


Major Sir John Charles Harford, who 
received tha honour of a baronetcy last 
month. on the occasion of the King’s birth- 
day, died suddenly on the golf links near his 
home, Falcondale, Lampeter, Cardiganshire, 
yesterday, He was aged seventy-four years. 
The Lampeter Corporation, which is holding 
jubilee festivities, had arranged to confer 
the freedom of the borough on him next 
week in recognition of his great public 
services to the town, of which ke is Lord of 
the Manor.

strike lasts for another two days. All 
vehicles, except private cars, have deserted 


there are no men to load or unload cargo, 
and many people have left the city. There 
is a ve:,” substantial peril of disorder and 
bloodshed. The smaller strike from which 
this general strike took its origin has been 
responsible for various deadly clashes 
already, and the authorities are deter- 
mined to take no chances. San Francisco's 
normal police services have been reinforced 
considerably; war veterans are being 
mobilised to augment the police still 
farthér; a thousand members of the 
National Guard are en route, and, as a 
final evidence of the situation’s gravity, 
75-millimetre guns, and tanks armed with 
one-pounder and machine guns, are being 
despatched to assist the authorities. 

The trouble arises, directly, from a 
strike of longshoremen, which has been 
in progress for nine weeks past—indirectly, 
from the, unfortunate “ labour clauses ”’ 
of President Roosevelt’s industrial codes. 
Many concessions have been made by the 
employers of the Pacific coast in an effort 
to settle the strike; but one concession 
they have refused to make. They demand 
the right to choose from the employment 
exchanges whatever workers they please, 
while the unions, fearing that this hberty 
would mean discrimination against the 
members, insist on an alternative method 
of choice. The general strike is largely a 
matter of ‘‘ sympathy ” with the long- 
shoremen, and there is sound reason to 
believe that it is merely the first of a long 
series of general strikes throughout the 
whole United States. President Roose- 
velt’s codes gave the unions a firmer hold 
upon American industry than they ever 
had possessed; but, as the way of 
humanity is, having obtained so much, 
they want more. They want, in fact, as 
much power in America as the British 
unions have in these islands. Whereas 
the British unions, however, have acquired 
and consolidated their power over a slow 
series of decades, during which the idea of 
Labour ascendancy has had time to sink 
into the minds of industrialists, the 
demand of the American unions would 
involve an instantaneous breach of all the 
industrial tradition of America. If con- 
ceded, it would involve the bitter hostility 
of every employer, and easily might lead 
to the complete disruption of industry. 
The probability is that in this San 
Francisco strike the unions are making 
their first real bid for supremacy. On 
their success or failure within the next 
few days depends the future not only of 
the codes, but, perhaps, of the American 
industrial system. 

Indeed, if anything is likely to ruin the 
President's recovery plan, it is the fresh 
hostility that he has renewed between 
employers and employed. The codes were 
conceived in haste, and the President, in 
all probability, did not take sufficient 
thought for their effect on the unions. In 
point of fact, American workers always 
have been remarkably well paid, in com- 
parison with the workers of other countries, 
and their position is not likely to be 
renewed under the unions’ dominance. 
Formerly, when for one reason or another 
they and picketed the 
factories, the employers called out mer- 
revolvers ;

The American 
bourgeois, furthermore, is not bred to the 
same tradition of law which broke the 
British general strike of 1926; it will play 
no active part, and this strike, together 
with any others which may evolve from it, 
will resolve itself into an orgy of battles 
between the Federal troops and State 
police, on the one hand, and the workers, 
on the other. In consequence, the workers, 
confronted with the powers of government, 
will be convinced that the administration is

If a town is left to 
grow in haphazard fashion, it will grow 
badly, and to the inconvenience and danger 
of the public. There is an unparalleled 
opportunity to make Dublin a worthy 
capital: it depends on our generation 
whether the opportunity will be seized. 
Experts ought to be summoned, before 
another acre of Dublin’s environments has 
been destroyed, to evolve a really har- 
‘monious, convenient and beautiful scheme 
for the city’s development. 


Science and Light. 


If we have one grievance against science 
more bitter than another—and we have 
several—it lies in the inability of the 
savants to make up their minds. They 
produce from time to time theories which, 
we are told, must affect the life and 
thought of every created being, and turn 
inside-out all provious conceptions of the 
visible universe. To the lay mind, the 
theories have in common only a baffling 
obscurity. Yet ail of us are anxious to 
be in, as it were, «. the death, and loyally 
we strive to master the outlines of the 
new knowledge. 
for no sooner have we struggled through 
the unintelligent man’s guide to whatever 
it may be, than the theory is exploded 
and something equally unintelligible takes 
its place. In the sixteenth century men 
probably felt a chill dismay when the 
rumour became current that the Ptolemaic 
theory was no better than it should be, 
and a similar foreboding will fill many 
minds this week at the news that a French 
profe-sor has struck a shrewd blow at the 
structure of relativity. The basis of 
Professor Einstein’s conclusions was the 
speed of light. Until Professor Carvallo, 
of Paris, intervened to shake us with 
horrid doubts, it was accepteu that light 
travelled at 186,00U miles a second. Here 
was fixed truth in a changing world, and 
we welcomed it. Now it appears that the 
habits of light are in the last degree 
eccentric. Sometimes it rushes forward 
with impetuous speed ; again it dallies by 
the way. We need not penctrate too 
deeply into a subject which is already 
sufficiently full of headaches, but one 
simple instance will suffice to demonstrate 
the importance of this discovery. 
According to the text-books of science, 
an observer on a distant’ planet who was 
gifted with unusually keen eyesight, and 
who chanced to glance in our direction 
to-day, might behold the coronation of 
William the Conqueror. Unhappily, we 
can '. no longer certain of what he would 
see. It might be the first night of the 
‘‘ Medea”? of Euripides, or it might be 
Mr. de Valera busy with the composition 
of ‘‘ Document Number Two.” The 
velocity of light now will be as difficult 
to calculate as the number of million 
marks necessary to give change for a 
threepenny bit a few years ago. Worse 
than that, we know now that nothing is 
sacred. ‘To-morrow, perhaps, we shall be 
told that the atom has suffered nothing 
more serious than a slight sprain. 


Gilding the Lily. 
The Bishop of Guildford made a remark- 


able disclosure on Sunday concerning the 
manner in which the English public 
spends its money. It is easy enough to 
understand that £120,000,000 finds its way 
annually into the tobacconists’, and 
£50,000,000 into the sweet shops ; and, for 
that matter, one can believe readily that 
England and Wales spend £43,000,000 
per annum on seats for the cinema. In 
view of these figures, however, it is diffi- 
cult to believe that so huge a sum as 
£60,000,000 is paid every year to the 
account of the beauty-parlours. The 
Bishop may have information from. ex- 
cellent sources, and, if his figures are 
correct, we must defer to them—and 
merely, as they say in the film studios, 
register astonishment. Beauty certainly 
seems to demand a high price for its 
maintenance in England, if it requires 
precisely half as much money as is spent 
on tobacco by a population of forty 
millions. Faces must be lifted to an ex- 
tent that few people appreciate ; for surely 
the mere sale of lipstick can form only a 
negligible proportion of this colossal sum, 
and even the enormous quantities of 
powder that are imposed upon the face of 
England and scattered by the wind upon 
the knees, table-cloths, and landscapes of 
hardly can account for 
£60,000,000. Accepting the Bishop's 
figures, however, on any construction, we 
must express our disillusionment at the 
realisation that the English rose, which 
has inspired so many pzeans of praise from 
poet and foreign visitor, must be kept 
blooming at an annual expenditure of 
£60,000,000—more than the Saorstdt’s 
total volume of external trade.

The Naval Talks. 


The naval conversations which were to 
have opened in London almost imme- 
diately have been adjourned suddenly 
until October, and Mr. Norman Davis, the 
United States Ambassador to Europe, an:

Naval Mission, which has been in London 
during the past month, are leaving for 
Washington immediately. It appears that 
the cause of the adjournment is the delay 
in the arrival of a Japanese delegation, 
due to the change of Government in 
Japan. During the past few weeks there 
have been many conversations between thie 
British, French, and United States repre- 
sentatives. Mr. Davis has been in touch 
with French Ministers and the Japanese 
Ambassador in London, but it now 
appears that, until a properly accredited 
Japanese Mission arrives, the conversa- 
tions cannot be carried further. Another 
point is that Parliament goes into recess 
for the next two months or longer. These 
naval talks were initiated by the British 
Government with a view to preparing the 
way for a Naval Conference of the Powers 


in 1935. 


Britain's Air Defences. 


Members of the House of Commons, 
though with different reasons on either 
side, are looking forward to the statement 
on air development which Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin is due to make next week. The 
Conservatives are unfeignedly anxious 
that there shall be a great increase in the 
Royal Air Force, and whenever any indica- 
tion has been made of the Government s 
intention to build more machines, it has 
been received with loud cheers. On the 
other hand, the Opposition Liberals and 
Labour are strong in condemnation of any 
expansion of the R.A.F., as not in accord 
with public sentiment. During the past 
few weeks there has been much military 
activity, and it is rumoured that the War 
Office experts have been giving considera- 


whole in the event of another outbreak of 
hostilities involving Britain. ‘These acti- 
vities are said to be responsible for the idea 
of transferring the Woolwich Arsenal, and 
also for ‘talk of possible changes in some of 
the naval bases and the provision of a great 
number of aeroplanes.

He has been inundated with applications 
from amateur yachtsmen anxious to join 
his crew, and in the circumstances he 
expects to have no difficulty in mustering 
a first-rate body of men, while the depar- 
ture of the Endeavour for the United 
States will not be delayed. It is under- 
stood that the men’s demand for more pay 
was inspired by the action of the American 
crew of the Yankee, but in that case the 
crew kept their jobs, although their re- 


quest for higher pay was rejected. 


Newsprint. 


The increase in the production and ex- 
port of newsprint is one of the most 
promising features of the manufacturing 
industry in Canada, although- there are 
still unfavourable features in the paper 
situation. During June the newsprint 
mills production totalled 229,637 tons, 
compared with 171,419 in June, 1933, while 
the United States mills produced 85,504 
tons against 84,384. The output of the 
Canadian mills for the first half of the 
year was 1,261,633 tons, compared with 
894,487 in the same period of 19335. = This 
increase represents a wider sale in the 
United States, Canada’s main market, and 
an expansion in markets in other parts of 
the world, including South America. As 
far as prices are concerned, however, the 
markets remain unsatisfactory, and the 
industry still suffers from depressed prices. 


The United States N.R.A. codés have been 


reflected in higher wages at Canadian 
newsprint factories, without a commen- 
surate increase in the export price of news- 
print. With the steadily-growing demand 
for newsprint, and the spirit of co-opera- 
tion between the Canadian and American 
Newsprint Associations, it is expected that 
some sort of stabilisation will ultimately 


be reached. 


Cars in Germany. 


The latest plan of the German Govern- 
ment to popularise the use of motor cars 
is the organising of a demonstration 
towards the end of this month, when the 
principal roads throughout Germany, ex 
tending to over a thousand miles, wil! be 
reserved for motor vehicles. All cars 
taking part are to cover a distance of 
1,400 miles, and motor cycles are required 
to complete a distance of 744 miles. lt is 
not a race or an endurance test of the 
ordinary kind, but a demonstration 
arranged for the purpose of assisting 
motor manufacturers, road builders and 
drivers, and to prove the capability of the 
highways to bear large masses of vehicles 
for speedy transport from one part of the 
country te another.

A SIMPLE ISSUE. 


Opening the application, Mr. Costello 
said that the issues were simple and clear.

POWER OF OIREACHTAS. 


Mr. Costello emphasied the distinction 
between fundamental law and ordinary 
what the Oireachtas might do and 

what it might not do. Such phrases as 
“no Jaw shall be made” showed, he 
said, that the Oireachtas was “ non. 
sovereign.”’ For instance, Article 9 of the 
Constitution “ guaranteed ” the right of 
free expression of opinion, the right of 
assembly peaceably and without arms, 
and to form associations or unions for 
purposes not opposed to public morality. 
That was a statement, said Mr. Costello, 
of the fundamental right guaranteed to 
every citizen, and with which the 
Oireachtas had no power to interfere. 
No law could be passed to prohibit the 
formation of a union or association unless 
it could be shown specifically that such 
union or association was opposed to 
public morality, which was a question of 
ethics and not of law. The Constitution 
laid it down that popular sovereignty 
could not be alienated from the people. 
It created a legislature consisting of “the 
King and two Houses’’; it prescribed 
duties specifically imposed on the 
Oireachtas; it set out the right of every 
citizen without distinction of sex who had 
reached the age of 21 years to take part 
in the Referendum arid Initiative, etc. 
The Constitution gave the right to the 
Universities of representation im Dail 
Eireann.

HE appeal in the case of General 

O’ Duffy against the Attorney-General 
and others was listed to be mentioned. 
This appeal concerns the trials by the 
Constitution (Special Powers) Tribunal, 
of charges against General O'Duffy of 
being a member of alleged; unlawful 
associations—namely, the Young Ireland 
Association and the National Guard—and

GREAT STRIKE IN 

PROGRESS.

HE City of San Francisco is virtually 
paralysed. 

At eight o'clock this morning the 
general strike began. Not a tramcar ran 
on the streets, and the usual fleets of com- 
mercial lorries and delivery vans had dis- 
appeared. 
Meanwhile private cars whose owners 
had been able to secure sunplies of petrol 
dashed alon 
freed from obstructing tramcars. Many 
slowed down at intervals to offer lifts to 
the crowds of office workers trudging along 
the pavements, but a number of the 
pedestrians refused the offers, evidently 
fearing that tha cars might be attacked 
by strike pickets. 
Substance was given to their fears by 
the action of burly strikers, who 
‘‘ advised ” them not to go to work, The 
police, who were dotted in pairs along the 
streets, did not interfere with the speeding 
cars, but devoted their attention to moving 
on loiterers.. | 


MILITARY CONCENTRATION. 


The National Guard (Territorials) of 
the State of California moved swiftly to 
prevent an outbreak of general lawless- 
‘ness. Tanks, with the black muzzles of 
one-pounder guns and Maxims jutting 
from loopholes, rumbled towards the city. 
Batteries of field artillery, armed with the 
American version of the famous French 
‘* seventy-five,’’ clattered along the roads. 

Swarms of infantry in full war kit, with 
automatic rifles and steel helmets, poured 
toward “ the capital of the West,” to 
bring the strength of the forces concen- 
trated there up to some 4,000 men. Among 
these reinforcements are a thousand men 
from Los Angeles, who have been rushed 
up by special trains. 

In addition, the Chief of Police has 
begun to mobilise ex-Service men to 
strengthen the force of two hundred 
special constables who have already been 
enrolled. In an address to these veterans, 
Mr. Merriman, Governor of California, 
declared :— 

“ I know that if the call of duty comes 
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WALL STREET REACTS. 


Labour clouds have drifted over 
the Wall street markets, and prices 
of various securities have dropped 
slightly, says a New York message. 
Some veteran traders, while 
admitting that times have changed, 
cling to the old market maxim 
which warned against selling on 
strike news. Wall street is gene- 
rally most concerned at the San 
Francisco news, but considers that 
the Federal Government will inter- 
vene to bring about peace. 
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again you will stand by to serve the State 
as you served the nation in the past.” 
Officials state that military and naval 
forces are prepared to assist in feeding the 
citizens if called upon, inasmuch as they 
have large supplies of their own available. 


VIOLENCE. 


As the morning wore on reports of 
sporadic violence were received from some 
quarters. In one district a mob of fifteen 
hundred persons looted a grocery store of 
£400 worth of goods. In another a gang of 
fifty men attacked a local Communist 
headquarters, dragged tle furniture into 
the street and set fire to it. 

In the Livermore district strike pickets 
cruised around in motor cars, ordering 
petrol-filling stations to ‘‘ close within two 
hours, or we'll do it for you.” In one part 
a lorry was overturned, and in another a 
truck was sent hurtling into a valley by 
strikers. 

Six Communists have been arrested by 
the police for abusing the Mayor in public. 
Meanwhile, “ war correspondents ’’ from 
all parts of the country have descended . 
upon the city. | Their credentials have 
been carefully scrutinised by the authori- 
ties before they have been supplied with 
passes to permit them to move about 
within the troop lines. 

Mayor Rossi has been rung up con- 
tinuously by London, and Paris news- 
papers on the Transatlantic telephone for 
the latest news of the situation. 

A heavy sea-fog shronded the city. 
Thousands of office workers tramped along 
the pavements looking almost ghost-like in 
the white mist. 

Most of them stepped out cheerfully, 
reminiscent of Londoners in the general 
strike of 1926. Many carried sandwiches 
for their luncheon, realising that virtually 
all the restaurants would be closed. 

An official of the Longshoremen’s Union 
declared: ‘‘ We are confident of winning. 
The strike must be peaceful. There will 
be no violence by Labour.”’ 


PIE PRICES TREBLED. 


The price of food has begun to soar as 
a result of the general strike and virtual 
paralysis of distribution. Thus ham has 
jumped by fivepence a pound, pies have 
trebled in price, and the cost of butter is 
almost prohibitive. 

Hotels are substituting paper towels for 
linen in order to save laundering. A few 
general restaurants remaining open are 
overcrowded with customers, and have 
long queues waiting outside. 

The workers’ “ Steering Committee ”’ 
has designated nineteen restaurants at 
which strikers and their families are to 
be able to secure meals. 

However, the Federal Food Commis- 
sioner asserts that nobody need suffer 
from lack of food, and wholesale mer- 
chants point out that they have £2,000,000 
worth of foodstuffs in storage. 

The East Bay Strike Committee has 
agreed to permit grocers to stock up with 
fresh fruit and vegetables at the whole- 
sale market in Oakland to-morrow. It is 
stated that stocks of petrol will be made

TURKS KILL NAVAL 
OFFICER. 


SON OF BELFAST

Two British naval officers from H.M. 
cruiser Devonshire had to jump overboard 
and swim for safety to the Greek island 
of Samos, and a third was hit by a bullet 
and drowned yesterday afternoon, when 
Turkish coastguards opened fire from the 
mainland on a boat belonging to the 
British cruiser. 

The officer who was killed is Surgeon- 

Lieutenant John W. Robinson, the 
sg son of the Rev. W. Jasper Robin- 
son, B.A., minister of Duncairn Gardens 
Methodist Church, 
An Admiralty report states that Lieu- 
tenant T. A. K. Maunsell received flesh 
wounds in the shoulder, and that the 
matter is being investigated through 
diplomatic channels. 


CRUISER RUSHED TO 
SAMOS, 


H.M. cruiser London is reported to have 
hastened to the Greek island of Samos. 
Reports from Samos state that the officers 
were pleasure sailing in the strait between 
Samos and the mainland, when they 
approacbed the Turkish coast. They were 
ordered by: Turkish sentries to get farther 
away, but shortly after the officers had 
turned the boat towards Samos the sentries 
opened fire. 

The Chief of the Samos Police, who 
reported the incident, has been ordered by 
the Greek Government to assist the British 
Vice-Consul and the Commander of the 
Devonshire in their endeayour to recover 
the body of Surgeon-Lieutenant Robinson. 


TURKISH VERSION, 


It is understood that the official Turkish 
version of the shooting is as follows :— 

A Turkish Customs official is stated to 
have seen three naked men land on the 
beach from-a sailing boat. He summoned 
them to halt, but they are alleged to have 
taken no notice, but to have started 
clambering into their boat. The official 
then fired over their heads as a warning, 
and as this was unheeded he opened fire on 
them. The official stated that he thought 
the men were smugglers, and he was only 
carrying out his orders. 

The Turkish Government, after a full 
consideration of the incident, in view of the 
fact that a life was lost, instructed the 
Turkish Ambassador in London to present 
its regrets to the British Government. It 
is andorsand however, that the Turkish 
Government considers that the Customs 
official acted perfectly legally. 

According to another version of the inci- 
dent, fire was opeyed by several coast- 
guards, and not by Customs officials. The 
coastguards, it is declared, did not know 
whom they had shot. 


EXPORT OF PIGS 


TO NORTH. 
PROHIBITION EXCEPT 


UNDER PERMIT, 


The Free State Department of Agricul- 
iure announce that an Order has been 
made prohibiting, on and after the Ist 
August, 1934, the export of live pigs to 
Northern Ireland, except under permit 
issued by that Department.

QUESTIONS DISCUSSED. 


Sir Alexander MacEwen informed an 
Irish Times reporter that they had been 
graciously received by Mr. de Valera, who 
gave very full replies to all their questions. 

“ We asked him,” said Sir Alexander, 
‘about what was being done for the 
development of industry, agriculture and 
rural industries, financial facilities and the 
steps taken to subsidise industry. 

“We also discussed the question of 
Single Chamber Government, and how the 
Constitution was working, and what would 
be the probable relations between Scotland 
and Ireland in the event of Scotland get- 
ting self-government. We did not touch 
on the question of domestic policy in the 
Free State.’’ 

Sir Alexander said that Mr. de Valera 
gave them very full details concerning the 
revival of industry and his own ambition 
to make the Free State self-supporting. 


INDUSTRY AND THE LAND. 


“ The President talked to us for a long 
time about the abolition of the Senate, 
but he did not indicate what he intends 
to do in the future regarding setting up a 
body or group which might serve to re- 

lace the Senate, a subject of which we 

ad heard a good deal before we came to 
the Free State.’’ 

The deputation was greatly impressed 
by Mr. de Valera’s sincerity and his 
ambition to do all in his power to re- 
establish the country’s industries, espe- 
cially the rural industries, which serve 
to make the people of the country more 
contented. 

“ We could see that Mr. de Valera aims 
at securing a balance between industry 
and agriculture,’ said Sir Alexander, 
““and we also formed a definite impres- 
sion that in his efforts he has the support 
of a great number of people.”’ 

Departing from the interview with Mr. 
de Valera, Sir Alexander said that in 
their view the Free State and her people 
were more contented than people outside 
the country were led to believe. Money 
appeared to them to be in free circulation, 
and in support of this contention he cited 
the long cinema queues which he saw in 
Dublin on last Sunday night. The exist- 
ence of these queues was, he said, an 
indication of the conditions under which 
the. average middle-class. people lived. 
There was no scarcity of food; the City of 
Dublin was-clean, and the appearance of 
her citizens gave the lie to the old legend 
about Irishmen generally. 

The party after leaving Mr, de Valera 
met the Speaker of the Dail, who showed 
them over the Chamber. 


THE RURAL POPULATION. 


Sir Alexander said that they were en- 
deavouring to find out what was best in 
every country visited. ‘‘ We certainly,’’ 
he added, ‘‘ are very favourably impressed 
with what is being done directly for rural 
industries and agriculture in the Free 
State.’’ 

The members of the Commission, who 
will remain in Dublin until to-morrow, 
hope to have conversations with a number 
of people before they leave. 

In the absence of Mr. W. T. Cosgrave 
on holiday, the visitors saw Mr. Michael 
Hayes, former Speaker of the Dail. They 
also had a talk with Senator Sir John 
Keane.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—According to the latest return 
issued by the Ministry of Transport, 180 
persons were killed, or died as the result 
of previous accidents, and nearly 5,800 
persons were injured on the roads, during 
the week ended July 7th. Weekly returns 
began only last April, and it is, therefore, 
impossible to give the figures for the com- 
parable week last year. Moreover, as Mr. 
Hore Belisha pointed out yesterday, the 
holiday months always involve an increase 
in accidents owing to the greater amount 
of trafic, and probably to the greater 
prevalence of occasional and inexperienced 
drivers, But, in spite of these facts, 
there is unhappily every reason to be 
certain that the week in question was the 
worst on record, and that it achieved this 
evil pre-eminence in spite of the most 
desperate efforts on the part of many 
agencies to bring home to the public the 
full horror of these casualty lists. 

It seems probable that even the crumb 
of comfort gathered by the late Minister 
of Transport from the fact that accidents 
were not increasing at the same rate as 
the increase of vehicles upon the roads 
will have to be surrendered if this depress- 
ing toll continues. The new Minister of 
Transport has, indeed, succeeded to a 
difficult heritage, and it is not enough to. 
say that the most recent proof of the con- 
tinuance—what he himself is reported to 


impressive proof of the need of the new 
Road Traffic Bill. His predecessor truly 
observed when introducing the bill that 
legislation could only make a limited con- 
tribution to the solution of the problem 
of how to make the roads safer, and the 
really disquieting feature of the present 
abnormal increase in accidents is that it 
has occurred after a very considerable 
effort to induce the public to help them- 
selves by bringing to the notice of all 
classes of road users the need for greater 
care and for greater courtesy. These 
efforts must not upon any account he 
abandoned. It would be well worth the 
while of the Minister to work out a scheme 
for more continuous, insistent, and com- 
prehensive publicity.

LEIX CHILD'S 
FATE. 


FOUND DEAD ON 
MOUNTAIN. 


WANDERED FROM HAY 
| FIELD, 


From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT, 
PORTLAOIGHISE, Monday. 
OSEPH PHELAN, the 34-years’-old son 


of Laurence Phelan, farmer, 
Beckagh, Mountrath, on the lower slopes 
of the Slievebloom Mountains, strayed 
away from-the hayfield in which his father 
was working on Wednesday of last week 
and was lost.. His dead body was found 
on Sunday afternoon on the mountain-side 
some distance from his home. 

The father last saw the child alive in 
the hayfield at about 2 o’clock on Wednes- 
day. He did not see the child leave the 
field. At about 4 o'clock the child’s 
mother, coming to th» field and missing 
the child, told her husband that he was 
not about. She then started to search for 
nim, and her husband joined in the search, 
helped by neighbours, but no trace of the 
child was found. 


A FUTILE SEARCH. 


The matter was reported to the Mount- 
rath Civic Guards on Thursday morning, 
and all the av ilable Guards turned out 
and, with the help of the father and the 
people of the locality, made an extensive, 
but fruitless, search. Mountrath Guards 
reported to headquarters at Portlaoighise, 
and on Friday morning Inspector Hall and 
a number of the Portlaoighise Guards went 
out and, with the Mountrath Guards and 
the neighbours, continued the search to a 
late hour on Friday night. The search 
was continued over Saturday without 
success. 

Inspector Hall then sought the assist- 
ance of the clergy, and at the Masses at 
Camross, Killanure, and Mountrath on 
Sunday appeals made to the people to 
assist in the search met with a remarkable 
response; up to 300 people came from 
those districts, as well as from Clonaslee, 
Mounimellick, and Borris-in-Ossory, and 
tendered their services, owners of motor 
lorries and motor cars placing their 
vehicles at the disposal of the volunteers. 

Inspector Hall marshalled the people in 
sections, each section, under the direction 
of Guards, and they started a “ comb 
out ” over a wide range of the mountain- 
side. At 4.30 p.m. one of the searchers, 
Frank Hogan, cf Killeen, Camross, came 
upon the dead body of the child lying 
face downwards in a spongy depression of 
the round. 

At an inquest held by Dr. Duane, 
Coroner, to-day, James Phelan, Upper 
Sconce, Ballyfin, breadvan driver, said 
that when he was driving on the Beckagh 
road on Wednesday he met a child on the 
road. The child walked in the grass 
margin. He stopped and asked whére it 
was going. The child did not answer, but 
walked on. Looking back again he saw 
the child going along the road. He was 
perfectly satisfied that his van did not 
strike the child, who was outside the field 
where its father was working when witness 


saw it. 
EXHAUSTION. 


Dr. Nunan, Mountrath, said that he was 
one of the search party on Sunday. The 
body, when discovered, was lying face 
downwards, with its head in a spongy de- 
pression in the ground. There were 
abrasions such as would be caused by 
rough heather and underbrush on the legs 
and feet and arms and hands, The body 
was found a long way from the house, and, 
in his opinion, death was due to suffocation 
caused by the child’s falling on his face 
in the spongy turf while in an ehausted 
condition from wandering on the mountain- 
side. 

The jury found a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence. 

Inspector Hall, on behalf of the Civic 
Guards, expressed sympathy with the 
parents of the child, and thanked the 
clergy for their assistance, and all who 
took part in the searches. 

“The Coroner endorsed the Inspector’s re- 
marks, and also offered his very sincere 
sympathy to the relatives of the child.

discovery of a woman's body in a 
large, black trunk in a Brighton apart- 
ment house, the police stated quite 
definitely that, as far as they knew, there 
was no connection between the two 
mysteries, which in many details resemble 
one another. 

There is one essential difference between 
the two cases. Whoever placed the body 
of the young woman in the cabin trunk at 
Brighton Railway Station on June 17 took 
the most elaborate precautions to hide the 
identity of his victim, Even to-day, a full 
month after the discovery, no one knows 
who she was. 

On the other hand, in the case of the 
woman whose body was found on Sunday 
night at Brighton no such steps were 
taken. 


THE SECOND VICTIM. 


In the first case the body had been 
mutilated with some degree of skill, and 
although the legs were found on June 18 
at King’s Cross, the head and arms have 
never been discovered. In the second case 
there was no such mutilation. 

Although the victim of the second crime 
has not yet been officially identified, there 
is no doubt that she was a Mrs. Saunders, 
who, during a long career as a stage 
dancer, used the professional name of 
“ Violet (or Violette) Kaye.”’ 

The police expect to establish the 
definite identity very shortly, and certainly 
before the inquest opens, probably on 
Wednesday next, the day to which the 
Brighton Deputy Coroner had adjourned 
his inquiry into the first mystery. ' 

It is in connection with what they de- 
scribe as “ Brighton Trunk Crime No. 2" 
that Scotland Yard yesterday issued a de- 
scription of a man whom the police desire 
to interview. The police notice states :— 


MAN’S DESCRIPTION, 


“-In connection with the Brighton tru~k 
crime No. 2 the police desire to interview 
Cecil Lois England, otherwise known as

At the café on the Brighton Esplanade 
where Mancini has worked as a waiter 
the employés have been sworn to secrecy 
by the police, but many other café and 
amusement hall proprietors and workers 
aiong the front know him, and speak of 
his popularity with women and his skill 
as a dancer.
